


THE CURRENCY REPORTS. 
The following are the resolutions which conclude the re. 
port ofthe Committee of Ways and Means, made in the House 
‘of Representatives on Tuesday last : 

1. Resolved, That the Bank of the United States ought not 
to be re-chartered. 

2. * -salved, That the Public Deposites ought not to be re- 
stored w the Bank of the United States. 

3. Resolved, That the State Banks ought to be continued 
asthe plac:s of Deposites of the public money, and that it is 
expedient for Congress to make further provision by law, 
prescribing the mode of selection, the securities to be taken, 
and the manner and terms on which they are to be taken.

4, Resolved, That for the purpose of ascertaining as far as | 


practicable, the cause of the eommercial embarrassment and 
distress complained of by numerous citizens of the United 
States, in s:ndry memorials which have been presented to 
Congress at the present session, and of inquiring whether tho 


eharter the Bink. of the United States has been violated ; and, | 


also, what corruptions and abuses have existed in its manage- 
ment; wheth-r it has used its corporate power or money to 
eontrol the Press, to interfere in politics, or influence elec- 
tions; and whether it has had any agency, through its ma- 
magement or money, in producing the existing pressure ; 
a Select Committee be appointed to inspect the books and ex- 
amineinto the proceedings of the said Bank, who shall report 
whether the provisions of the charter have been violated or 
not; and, also, what abuses, corruptions, or mal-practices 
have existe! in the management of said Bank; and that the 
said committee be authorized to send for persons and papers, 
and to sum:non and ex imine witnesses, on oath, and examine 
into the affuirs of the said Bank and Branches; and they are 
further authorized to visit the principal Bank, er any of its 
Branches, for the purpose of inspecting the books, correspond. 
ence, accourits, and other papers connected with its manage- 
ment or business ; and that the said committee be required to 
report the result of such investigation, together w th the evi- 
dence they may take, at as early a day as practicable. 

Mr. Binney presented a Report ef the Minority of the 
Committee, of which the following are the concluding 
paragraphs : 

The minority are of opinion, upon the whole, that none of 
the reasons assigned by the Secretary, in his communication 
to Congress, are sufficient to justify the removal of the Depe- 
sites. ‘They also are of opinion that it is due to the Bank to 
return them, without reg«rd to the sentiments of the House up. 
on the subject of re-charter. They are further of opinion that 
the situation of the country requires immediate action by 
Congress, to restore public confidence and prevent a derange- 
ment of the currency ; and they express to the House their 
settled conviction that these objoote will not Leo-ebtained, if 
the Public Deposites are left inthe State Banks. They think 
that the universa! voice of the country requires that something 
shall be iminediitely done for public relief, and that the resv- 
lutions proposed by the Committee will only aggravate the 
existing distre s, instead of providing a remedy. 

The Report of the majority, itis said, will make 50 pages, 
and the minority report is nearly as long. There is no calcu. 
lating how long the job of work thus cut out by this Committce 


will last the House of Representatives.

Resolved, ‘That the Secretary of the Treasury be directed 
to report to this house a statement of all the sums denontina- 
ted in the Treasury aceounts unaveilable funds ; specifically 
| designating the several banks, or individuals, indebted to the 
Treasury therefor ; the time when each debt first became due ; 
the time when failure of payment thereof first occurred ; the 
security, if any, which the pu lic have for payment thereof et 
any time, and the prospect of such eventual payment. 

This resolve lies on the table for one day. 

The resolution of Mr. Mardis, on the subject of the depo. 
sites, coming up once more, Mr. Clowney, of 8. C., resumed, 
and «oncluded his remarks in opposition to the resolution. 
Mr. Clayton, of Georgia, obtained the floor, and, after reply- 
ing to some personal remarks in reference to his own course, 
in Mr. Mardis’s speech, entered upon the general argument, 
and had proceeded iu it for some time, when, the morning 
hour having expired, bis remarks were suspended. 

The Commutation Pension Bill came up next in order, ae 
the unfinished business, and was discu.sed for some time.

Mr. H. stated that this petition piaced the subject of state pri-

apecies of favoritism on the part of the agents of the Auburn 
prison, in hiring out the convicts. If this were so, it was an 


evil which alone called for reform, and if not true, the officers | 


implicate] ought to have an opportunity to disprove the ground- 
less coinplaint. Mr. HI. then explained the manner in which 


the labor of the convicts was conducted, when hired out to ca- | 
pitalists; t!e difficulty of asceriaining when such contracts | 


would expire, and of course of making them a subject of com- 
petition tu other capitalisis—the effect of this monopoly upon 
the mechanics in the immediate viciuity of the prison and with- 
in the section near it: and its tendency to break down certain 
branches which were rtsing in this country to the detriment of 
foreign manufacturers, He stated, in this connection, that he 
had learsed that one gentleman from Enzlsnd was about ma- 
king arrangements predicated on the labor of the convicts, for 
upplying New York with an article on which there was now 
Paid a heavy duty, with the view of evading that duty. He 


concluded by saying that the legislature ought to pause in time, 
and before excitement became so strong as to endanger the pe- 
nitentiary system itself. 

Mr. Gordon, after alluding to what he supposed indicated a 
desire on the part of the gentleman from Tompkins (Mr. Hum- 
phrey) to return to the old system, made some observations in 
justification of the terms on which these contracts were made ; 
contending that the full value of the services of the convicts was 
paid ; taking into consideration the fact that the convicts must 
be instructed—an1 the risk which the contractors assumed from 
the loss of service by their death or pardon. Still he thought 
the charge of favoritism ought to be looked into. 

Mr. Humphrey replied, disclaiming any intention or wish te 
break down the present system. and explaining his only objeet 
in urging the house to an enquiry to be to save the system from 
the effects of an exasperated state of public feeling. 

Mr. Beardslee said his wishes had always been so to legislate 
on this question, as to avoid suca a revulsion of opinion as might 
carry a future legislature, perhaps, beyond reasonable limits. 
Although he was disposed to stand by the present system as 
long as one stone remained above another, he thought the me- 
morial indicated a course by which both the complaints of the 
mechanics could be allayed, and the system of state prison la- 





bor retained entire. If competition in contracting for that la- 
bor had not been sufficiently open to raise it to its fair price, 
| the mode of obviating the difficulty was obvious. it was te 
‘throw wide open the door to competition, and by forbearance 
on the part of the mechanics, and caution on the part of the le- 
| gislature, all difficulties and embarrassments might be obviated. 
The petition was then referred. 
By Mr. Strong, of 165 inhabitants of Skaneateles, against the 
present mode of emploving convicts in the state prisons ; for s 
| law regulating the weighing of beef in the public markets in the 
city of New York. By Mr. M’Keon, to extend the time for 
filling up the stock of the East River Fire Insurance Company 
in the city of New York; of inhabitants of Cayuga county, te 
repeal the non-imprisonment law. By Mr. Bagley, of inhabi- 
| tants of Greene, Schoharie, and Albany counties, to repval the 
_ law exempting church property from taxation. 

The resolution reported by the Bank Committee, rejecting the 
application for a Bank at Olean, was adopted, 49 to 46. So the 
application was rejected. 

The committee of the whole, Mr. Jones in the chair. resumed 
the consideration of the bill to abolish capital puni~hments end 
to provide for the punishment of certain crimes. The question 
recurred on the motion made by Mr. Wheeler, to strike out the 
enacting clause of the bill. Mr. M'Keon resumed and conelu- 
ded his remarks in favor of the bill, and against the motion to 
_ strike out. Mr. Gordon followed in opposition to the biil, when, 
without taking the question the committee ruse, aud the house 
adjourned. 


Faipay. March 7. 
The bill to amend the Revised Statutes relative to the grant. 
| of tavern licenses, was read a third time. (Allows an appeal 
from the decision of the board of excise to the first judge 
and the supervisors of the county, and excludes from the 
_ board of excise any supervisor who has a tavern license.} 
A debate, in which several members took part, occurred on 
this bill, and it was rejected, ayes 36, noes 58. 

Considerable discussion took place on an application of Mr. 
Titus to change his vote on the Olean bank bill, on the 
ground thit he voted without understanding the question, 
Mr. Morris had the tloor when the house adjourned.
